Simply read and carefully follow 
these instructions. These are general 
instructions that apply to most or- 
chids. In the following catalog we 
have added special notes for those 
orchids that want different growing 
conditions in any way. 
1—TEMPERATURE — The tempera- 
ture you keep in your home is fine 
for growing orchids. They like tem- 
peratures between 55° and 85° F. No 
damage is done by occasional drops 
in temperature into the 30’s for short 
periods of time as long as no frost 
settles on the leaves. 
2—SUN—Give your orchid plants all 
the sun you can without burning 
them. During the winter months this 
usually means all the sun they can 
get. In the summer months, light 
shade during the middle of the day is 
advisable, but full early morning sun 
and full late afternoon sun is ideal. If 
you want to, you can hang your plants 
outside under a tree during the warm 
months of the year when the tempera- 
ture is above 50°F. Be sure you pick 
a tree or spot where the plants will 
get at least 50% sunlight. The more 
sun you give your plants without 
burning them, the stronger the growth 
and the heavier the flowering. 


3—W ATER—Orchid plants must dry 
out completely between waterings. 
Once a week with a good, heavy 
watering is usually sufficient. Natur- 
ally, a plant in a small pot will dry out 
more quickly than one in a larger pot. 
To tell if your plant needs water—feel 
the pot. If the pot feels cool the plant 
does not need water. If the pot feels 
warm, or room temperature, the plant 
needs water. When you do water, 
really water the plants heavily—then 
don't water again until the pots are 
absolutely bone dry. 


To water—Take your plants to the 
sink or laundry tub. Mix one _ tea- 
spoon of Fenorco Plant Food to a gal- 
lon of tepid water. Pour this mixture 
over the plant. The water will run 
directly through the pot and it will 
take approximately % gallon of water 
to give a plant in a 5” pot a heavy 
watering. Always water in the morn- 
ing. To wash out any accumulation of 
plant food that might occur water 
once monthly with clear water at the 
regular watering time. 
4—FOOD -— All living things require 
food. Orchid plants cannot live in- 
definitely on air and water alone, so 
for strong growth and lovely flowers 
be sure to feed your plants regularly 
with Fenorco Plant Food. This food 
was developed by us for bloom and 


strong growth and it can be used on 
all your house plants, such as Philo- 
dendron, African violets, Begonias, 
Gardenias, Anthuriums, Amaryllis, 
and Christmas cactus. In fact, any 
plant you grow. 


S—HUMIDITY—No expensive equip- 
ment is necessary or advisable to pro- 
vide humidity for your orchid plants. 
Any pan large enough to hold your 
plants is all right. Fill the pan with 
tiny stones, gravel, shells, or brightly 
colored aquarium stones. Next fill the 
pan about # full of water. Place the 
pan in a sunny window and arrange 
your pots on top of the gravel or 
stones. Be sure the pots sit above the 
level of the water—never let the pots 
sit in the water. 
6—CLEANLINESS~—The easiest way 
to keep a few plants healthy and clean 
is to wipe them down occasionally 
with a wet cloth or sponge and mild 
soap such as Ivory. If you leave a little 
suds on the plants, it won’t hurt them. 
If you have a large collection of plants 
use Fenoroco Plant Spray. 


7—AIR—Orchid plants like the same 
kind of atmosphere you do. It makes 
no difference what kind of heating 
system you have, gas, oil, coal, or 
radiant heat. If the air in your house 
is good for you to breathe, your orchid 
plants will like it too.

CULTURAL HINTS 
Do Your Orchids Need Repotting? 

Orchid plants need repotting every 
two or three years. If the plants are 
allowed to go without repotting for 
long, the resultant growth is usually 
weak and flowering is decreased as 
well. 

It is easy to tell when orchids need 
repotting — there are 3 common 
reasons to repot: 

1. When the plant grows out of the pot 
so that the rhizome and bulbs grow 
out over the edge, then the plant 
needs a larger pot. 

2. When the fiber becomes soft and rot- 
ten so that you can press your thumbs 
and fingers down into it, the plant 
needs fresh fiber. Osmunda_ fiber 
should be wiry and springy — if it is 
soft and spongy it will hold too much 
water and rot off the orchid roots. 

8. If you have been watering too much 
the fiber will turn sour and rot — 
then the roots of the plant will also 
rot — such plants should be repotted 
immediately into fresh fiber and kept 
quite dry at the roots, but with daily 
syringing over the leaves until the 
the new white roots start to grow out 
into the fiber. When new roots start 
you can resume watering on a regular 
schedule but somewhat more care- 
fully than previously.

IMPORTANT NEW ADVANCES IN ORCHID CULTURE 


NEW POTTING MATERIALS 
AND METHODS 


In the past year several new potting ma- 
terials have been developed and put on the 
market. These new materials MAY prove 
to be the greatest advance in orchid knowl- 
edge in many a year but please note the 
use of the word “may’—we are using this 
hesitant word because these new materials 
are not proven as yet. Preliminary experi- 
ments seem to indicate that these materials 
are really good for orchid culture but we 
simply don’t know enough about them to 
be absolutely sure and it will be several 
years until anyone will be able to say with 
absolute surety that orchids will grow as 
well or better in these materials as they have 
in the past in Osmunda fiber. The remainder 
of this article will discuss the three new 
potting materials that we have tried with re- 
ports on their value and use as we see it. 

All three of these materials are very 
similar—they are the ground-up bark of coni- 
ferous trees—fir, cedar, and pine. Here at 
the Orchid Jungle we have found that al- 
most all types of orchids root into these 
barks quickly and well. Root growth seems 
considerably better in them than it does in 
osmunda. Within one month after potting 
a pretty fan of gorgeous large and healthy 
roots is seen across the top of the pot and 
soon thereafter roots start penetration thru- 
out the pot. These barks seem to have bene- 
ficial qualities for inhibiting mold and fungus 
growth as well and this shows up particu- 
larly in their use in community pots and 
flats — “damping-off” — of young seedlings 
seems to be automatically controlled by the 
bark. / 

FIR BARK: is available in three sizes — 
Fine, Regular, and Coarse. The Fine grade 
is recommended for community pots and 
flats and for pot sizes up to 3”; The Regular 
grade for most standard potting from 3%” to 
6” and the Coarse grade only for larger pots 
of 7” up and for Vandas. More work has 
been done on the use of this fir bark than 
on the other barks and it has been used for 
a longer time than have the others. Fir 
bark in all its grades has a considerable 
amount of small particles in it which tends 
to make it pack down more tightly than 
the other barks and it does not seem to 
need water quite so often as the others. This 
packing down, however, does not seem 
to bother the orchids as they continue to 
root well into it and roots seem at least as 
long lived as they are in osmunda. 

CEDAR BARK: is a more uniform and a 
cleaner appearing bark than the other two— 
The same in consistancy as the Regular 
grade of fir bark but without quite as much 
of the finer particles and dust and probably 
for this reason this bark does not seem to 
pack down quite so tightly nor does it stay 
damp quite so long. 

This cedar bark is considerably easier to 
wet and water than is the fir bark—espe- 
cially in the beginning when the bark is 
fresh.

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ARTIFICIAL LIGHT 
ON ORCHIDS 


In recent years there has been an ever 
growing interest in the use of artificial light 
to replace or to supplement sunlight in the 
culture of orchids. A great many inquiries 
in recent months from customers and visitors 
here at the Orchid Jungle have caused us 
to look into this situation and find out what 
we could about it. We wrote to various 
people at leading floricultural Universities 
and we have also carried on considerable 
correspondence with several amateur grow- 
ers around the country who have been ex- 
perimenting with lights on their own col- 
lections and the following article is a com- 
pilation of the hints, facts and suggestions 
which we have been able to get together 
from these sources. Little real work has 
been done on this subject but we hope that 
these notes will be of interest and help to 
those of you who are interested or feel that 
you have need of additional light for your 
orchids. 

The lack of sufficient light is often the 
reason why otherwise healthy plants refuse 
to bloom or bloom poorly and with few flow- 
ers. Quite often these plants can be helped 
to bloom satisfactorily by giving artificial 
light as a supplement to actual sunlight. 


Kind of light to use: Incandescent or tung- 
sten filament lights give off considerable 
heat and supply only a partial spectrum of 
light — they are likely to give spindly 

owth that is unsightly and weak — there- 
ore they are generally considered to be un- 
satisfactory when used solely, for proper 
plant growth and flowering. 


Fluorescent lights are cooler and supply 
a different part of the light spectrum but 
they do not supply quite as much light as 
the incandescent bulbs. The 40 watt Stand- 
ard Cool White seems to be the most satis- 
factory type of flourescent light to use and 
these are available from most light fixture 
dealers. 


One grower finds best growth and flow- 
ering using a combination of fluorescent and 
incandescent light in the following propor- 
tions — one 40 watt incandescent bulb with 
one 40 watt fluorescent fixture and he uses 
these in banks of bulbs in these proportions. 
Another source suggests the use of 10% in- 
candescent light to 90% fluorescent light. 


REFLECTORS — LIGHT INTENSITY: For 
maximum benefit from the lights, some sort 
of reflector should be used to direct as 
much light as possible onto the plants. Reg- 
ular commercial reflectors can be used — 
the common 2 tube type mounted with two 
units side by side will light an area of 4 x 4 
feet and used 12 inches above the plants 
will give an average intensity of approx- 
imately 500 to 600 foot candles. Using fluor- 
escent light only, the leaves can be right up 
to the bulbs and almost touching without 
burning. Light intensity varies inversely as 
the square of the distance from the source 
so intensity can be increased by lowering 
the lights closer to the leaves and can be 
decreased by raising the lights above the 
leaves. Only slight raising and lowering is 
necessary to vary the intensity considerably. 


To increase the light intensity single bulb 
fluorescent fixtures can be attached to ply- 
wood or other flat backing, which should 
be painted a glossy white for best reflection

of light, and their distance apart will also 
determine intensity. Tubes mounted 4” 
apart center to center on a backing with 2 
coats of glossy white paint will give an in- 
tensity of 1000 to 1200 foot candles 1 foot 
below the bulbs. 

Distance of bulbs to leaves — For practical 
purposes of watering and general mainten- 
ance 12 inches between the leaves and the 
bulbs is about the minimum. 


SYMPTOMS OF TOO MUCH 
AND TOO LITTLE LIGHT 
Too high intensity results in bleached or 
burned spots and areas on the leaves where 
chlorophyl has been harmed and destroyed. 
Too low intensity results in weak and 
tall growing or spindly plants and flowering 
will be reduced or inhibited. 


HOURS OF LIGHT—are very important! 
On seedlings and backbulbs 14 to 18 hours 
a day are advised by the various sources — 
fewer hours of light will result in weaker 
growth. For blooming plants the hours of 
light to be used can be a very complicated 


question — many orchids determine their 
time of blooming by the changes in day 
length — some orchids bloom when the 


days get longer — others when the days get 
shorter. Therefore the careless use of lights 
can make them bloom ahead of their normal 
schedule, behind schedule or can easily in- 
hibit blooming altogether. The easiest way 
to avoid complications with this situation 
is to turn the lights on at dawn and off at 
sunset the whole year thru, thereby giving 
the plants a normal seasonal change in day 
length, just as they would get from the 
sunlight. If you want to go into this matter 
of controlling blooming seasons in your or- 
chids, Cornell University in Ithaca, New 
York has published a pamphlet on the sub- 
ject entitled “Day Length and Temperature 
in Relation to Growth and Flowering of 
Orchids” which will explain what is now 
known about this situation. 

Time clocks are useful devices for con- 
trolling the hours of light and well worth 
the expense in time and trouble saved, as 
well as assuring automatic and consistent 
use of the lights which is best for good 
growth. 


LOCATION—With the use of lights as out- 
lined above it seems that many orchids can 
be successfully grown and bloomed in the 
basement, garage, or other closed rooms, 
without any actual sunlight at all. Some 
growers claim that seedlings, back bulbs, 
Cypripediums, Phalaenopsis and other or- 
chids that don’t require very bright light will 
actually grow and bloom better under these 
conditions than they will in a greenhouse 
or in a sunny window. Other growers say 
that it is best to give the plants as much 
sun as possible and merely supplement with 
the artificial light — in this manner blooming 
and growth is increased in regions where 
winter weather is unusually dark or where 
adequately sunny windows are not available. 


HOW MUCH LIGHT TO USE—The follow- 
ing intensities are those recommended by 
our various contacts who have been experi- 
menting with lights on orchids. These are 
only suggestions, however, and unfortunate- 
ly very little is known about this. If you 
experiment with lights on your plants we 
would like to hear about your results and 
maybe in the future we'll be able to compile

How to Read This Catalog 


This year our catalog is arranged differ- 
ently—the following comments may make 
it easier to read and understand. 


All orchids are listed alphabetically by 
name. At the beginning of each new group 
we have written a brief introduction telling 
about that particular group and if they have 
any special or unusual characteristics or 
special cultural needs we have tried to tell 
you about them there. If no special growing 
instructions are given, then the general grow- 
ing instructions on page 2 apply. 

All plants listed are potted in clay pots in 
osmunda fiber unless otherwise listed. How- 
ever, we plan to shift quite a few plants into 
the new barks in the course of our regular 
potting this year and therefore some of these 
plants now in osmunda may be shifted into 
bark before you order them. If you prefer 
plants in osmunda and do not want them in 
bark please say so on your order and we 
will repot them for you. 


Sizes and Prices 


Most of these plants are available in 
several sizes and prices. First you will notice 
that pot sizes are given. These sizes are only 
general or average as we are constantly re- 
potting but most of the plants will be in 
the sizes listed or in larger sized pots. 


Seedlings are priced according to size and 
the overall height of the plants are given in 
each case so that you will know what size 
plants you can expect at each price. 


Mature plants are listed as such and us- 
ually with the size indicated as 1 lead, 2 
lead, etc. A one lead plant is a single plant 
that can be expected to bloom this year 
with one stem of flowers. A two lead plant 
should produce two stems and so on. 


A few abbreviations have been used for 
commonly re-occuring words such as: lav for 


lavender PW for pure white WPL for 
white with purple lip S&P for sepals 
and _ petals

Extremely popular group—many different 
kinds, sizes, shapes and colors. Usually med-

and 3 colors. Three types of growth requir- 
ing different growing conditions. STRAP 
LEAVED TYPES will grow well indoors as 
house or greenhouse plants—want % sun and 
like charcoal or osmunda to grow in. General 
growing instructions are fine for these 
Vandas but they do need more water & 
food than other orchids. 

Vanda plants are prettier than most or- 
chids — the leaves grow opposite and al- 
ternate on a central main stem that grows 
constantly upwards — the leaves are grace- 
fully arched and curved and carried in one 
plane so that they make an interesting flat 
fan. Vandas do not have bulbs or other 
methods of storage for food and water. The 
plants consist simply of leaves and large 
fleshy roots. 

Since these plants are monopodials that 
grow upwards instead of across the pot, we 
usually pot them in charcoal which does not 
rot and they can often be left in the same 
pot for 10 to 15 years without repotting. 
Being potted in charcoal, however, means 
that they must be watered and fertilized 
much more often than plants growing in 
osmunda fiber. We recommend watering 
them every sunny day and they should be 
fed with every second or third watering. 
This may seem like excessive feeding, but 
the plants will respond in direct proportion 
to the amount of food you give them. 
Vandas also like lots of sun. The size and 
color of the flowers and the number of 
times a year that they bloom will depend on 
how much sun and food you give them. 
Most vandas will bloom several times a 
year and often large and healthy plants will 
be in bloom more than half the time the 
year around. 

All of our Strapleaved Vandas in 3” pots 
are potted in osmunda fiber — all larger 
sizes with the exception of Vanda Burgeffii 
(which is in osmunda) are potted in char- 
coal or a mixture of mostly charcoal and 
some shredded tree fern fiber. 
TERETE-TYPES 
have a terete or cylindrical, pencil-like, leaf. 
These types need full tropical sun all day 
long to bloom—grow in ground beds—along 
fences, etc. Should be watered every day 
and fertilized heavily and frequently. SEMI-

need full sun and culture like the terete 
types. Neither of these last two types will 
bloom indoors.

CULTURAL HINTS 


How Often Should Orchids Be Watered? 

No definite rule can be set down for this 
problem. Growing conditions vary from 
place to place and weather changes also 
affect drying out, but there are some easy 
hints which will help you decide. 

1. Small pots dry out more quickly than 
do larger ones so will need water more 
often — every pot should be watered 
individually when it needs it. 

2. Tightly packed osmunda holds water 
longer than loosely packed fiber so 
that two pots of the same type may 
not need water at the same time. 

In Osmunda Fiber 

Most orchids should dry out bone dry be- 
tween waterings — all the way thru the 
pot. To tell if pots are really dry, feel the 
sides and bottom of the pot. If they are 
dry all the way thru, they will feel dusty- 
dry and about room temperature. If the pot 
feels damp or clammy and cool to the 
touch then it is still damp inside. Each 
watering should be a thorough drenching. 

Phalaenopsis, Cyripediums, and some bo- 
tanicals prefer to be kept slightly damp all 
of- the time and should seldom be allowed 
to dry out bone dry, but even these do not 
want to be kept really wet — just barely 
damp is sufficient. 

In Charcoal 

Only Vandas and sometimes Phalacnopsis 
are commonly grown in charcoal. Charcoal 
dries quickly and does not hold much water; 
plants planted in it should be watered heav- 
ily almost every sunny day and under par- 
ticularly hot and dry conditions twice a day 
might be advisable. 

Charcoal supplies no food what-so-ever 
so Fenorco Plant Food should be used in 
the water every other time the plants are 
watered. This may seem like excessive 
feeding but just try it and watch the plants 
respond. 

In Bark 

Water when bark feels dry on top. At 
first, this will be everyday but as the bark 
settles it begins to hold water longer and it 
will not be necessary to water so often. 
Heavy feeding is necessary — see page 4.

Continued from page 4 
PINE BARK: Comes in only one grade, 


which in consistency is somewhere between 
the Regular and Coarse of the Fir bark. 
This bark seems to have less of the fine par- 
ticles than does the Fir and probably for 
this reason does not seem to pack so tightly 
not to hold water for as long as the fir. Pine 
bark has had the least experimental use 
so far. Our own results with it, however, 
have been very promising and we like it 
much at this point. 

The use and culture of orchids potted in 
these barks is roughly the same for all three 
and quite different from traditional methods 
of growing in osmunda fiber. The important 
factors as we know them now are as follows: 


POTTING IN BARK; 

1. Remove ALL osmunda from orchid 
roots before potting in any of these 
barks. 

2. Use standard pots, not slit pots. 

3. Only drainage necessary is one crock 
over the hole in bottom of the pot- 
though some growers still fill the pot 
1/3 full of crock as with osmunda. 

4. Bark should be damp but not wet when 
potting. If you pot with dry bark it is 
almost impossible to wet the pot and 
bark all the way thru. 

5. Use slightly larger pot than you would 
for osmunda as there is some indication 
that these barks will last longer than 
osmunda. 

6. Pot by holding plant in correct posi- 
tion in the pot with one hand while 
pouring in the bark with the other 
hand. Tamp down bark with extended 
fingers or blunt stick as you fill—don’t 
wait til pot is full and then try to 
tamp—you will not get it tight all the 
way down. 

7. Until bark settles and packs and new 
root growth starts the plant will need 
to be held firmly in place. Staking and 
tying in the conventional manner will 
help, but the old fashioned straight 
stake does not give very good support 
in freshly potted bark. A stake with a 
ring bent into the lower end which fits 
into the bottom of the pot gives better 
support—This stake must be put in be- 
fore starting to pot—then pot on top of 
it. Best support is given by Fennell’s 
Clip-on Ring Stake which clips on to 
the side of the pot and which has an 
adjustable ring on an upright. This ring 
encircles the whole plant and does away 
with strings and _ tying—also never

pinches or chokes new growths, etc;, 
These Clip-On Ring Stakes are listed 
on page 20 with the other supplies. 


CULTURE IN BARK: 

1. Bark must be kept damp all of the 
time. When it is dry on top it needs 
water. Bark is hard to wet at first— 
usually must be watered almost every 
day for the first few weeks, but soon 
settles and will hold water—then water 
whenever it gets dry on top. If it ever 
dries out all the way thru it is hard to 
get wet thru again. 

2. These barks have very little food value, 
much less than osmunda, so heavy feed- 
ing is necessary. Fenorco Plant Food 
should be used every other time you 
water. A certain type of wood fungus 
steals the nitrogen of the fertilizer 
from the plants—therefore it is neces- 
sary to feed an extra heavy amount of 
nitrogen in order for any to be left for 
the orchids. Best recommendations so 
far are for the use of 1 level teaspoon- 
ful of Ammonium Nitrate to 2 gallons 
of water every time you water without 
the other orchid fertilizer. If you do 
not give this extra nitrogen your leaves 
will be yellow and plant will not grow 
as well as it should. 


ADVANTAGES OF BARK POTTING: Ease 
and quickness of potting — anyone can do 
a good job with these new barks. Seemingly 
it would be almost impossible to over water. 
Ease of repotting — little damage to the 
roots. Terrific root growth. Hopes are that 
these barks will out last osmunda fiber and 
not need repotting so often. Seems to have 
fungicidal qualities. 
DISADVANTAGES: Must water more often. 
Must feed more often. REMEMBER — 
This is still experimental — we don’t know 
enough about it yet to recommend it un- 
conditionally — the only honest thing we 
can say is: “Barks look good as possible 
new potting media but it will be some time 
til all is known about them. Try one or 
all of the barks but watch them carefully 
and consider any such trials as experiments 
until you are really sure of what you are 
doing. 

If you would like to try some bark your- 
self you will find all three and the fertilizers 
and ring stakes advertized under SUPPLIES 
on page 20.
